Ori the following pagds you will find articles by 4 of our Members# It takes a 
lot of time to write an article, .but it is articles that help make a Newsletter in¬ 
teresting, Our thanks go to Ralph Jobe, Ben Mixon, Henry Blaha, and Lloyd Wagaman. 
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In late.1963 I found myself a rolling machine for Elongated Coins, no dies with 
the machine. I set out to find myself an engraver to make my dies and just about 
gave up before I started. The answer was"We have no engraver to. do that kind of work. 
We can make it on a flat surface but not on the curved surface". Then I found a man 
that could do this kind of work and I drew him some pictures of what I wanted. The 
New York-'World’s Fair of 1964-65, Then came the Santa 1964. The first die was cut 
too deep and the nos-e and one. cheek would not fill out, (This is the reason for the 
mark on the reverse. I had to put an extra piece of metal under the cent to push up 
; metal for the nose and cheek). I then had him make a new die. The Santa 1965 was 
made and I did not like the face on this one, (It looked like 3n^ ape). I took this 
die back and he reworked it. The Sant£ 1966 was cut by another man who does not do 
this kind of work but I think he did a real nice job for me, I hope "to have a Santa 
in 1967 and in years to' come. This someday may be a series of it's own, so don't 
miss your Santas. 

. . OWE MAN'S OPINION 

- by ... 

' LLOYD, E. WAGAfiAN 

Having been asked by our* president to write an article for the newsletter I 
decided this would be a good time to express my opinion on re-strikes or re-rolls, • 

.Tc begin with, I am very much opposed to any coins being rolled anytime after the. 
era for which they were designed* unless of course, the die is re-engraved to read - 
: re-roll, re-strike, copy, etc, 1 think a manufacturer would sell Just as many .coins 
narked as such as he wot^ld of unmarked coins. .All the manufacturers I know of that 
are making 're-strikes are not selling them as originals at fantastic prices, but have 
them priced right along with other modern rollings. This point proves that the man¬ 
ufacturer has no intention of defrauding the collecting public. However, many of 
these coins come into the hands of some dealers that have one thought in mind and that 
is to make a fast buck. I have a few re-rolls in my collection that I purchased 
knowing that they were such and,I wouldn't be.surprised, to learn that some of my coins, 
that I think are originals, turn out 'to be modern made• In many cases experience, 
teaches one how to detect the re-rolls but in other cases it is almost impossible tc 
be certain. . . . , . . . . . _ . 

It is impossible for a coin to became a collectors item as long as it can still 
be manufactured and I would like to think that the coins 1 roll today will be the 
collectors items of tomorrow. Therefore after a reasonable length of time, it is my 
intention, to destroy all my dies so that in years to come a collector that gets one 
of my coins can be sure it is an original rclling. I have already destroyed my dies 
for the Indiana Sesqui, (Map), the Indiana Sesqui, '(Flag Emblem), and the Prayer for 
Peace in Vietnam and have sent specimens rolled from the damaged dies to the presid- 
ents of both Elongated Collectors Organizations as proof of their destruction. The 
total aruount of coins rolled for each of my destroyed dies are as follows: Indiana 
Sesqui.(Eap|=1569, Indiana Sesqui.(Flag Emblem)=1663, and Prayer for Peace*1125. It 
is true I still have several of each of these on hand and the price is still 50$ ea. 
but when these are rone there car. never be any more. 

I am planning to roll a coin with a limited production and believe 15C coins 
would be i good amount to try out the idea. Then public response to this one vrould 
determine the amount to roll for future issues. Of course the amount rolled would 
have to control the price of each issue and on an issue of 150 pieces the price 
would have to be around $2.00 each, but it is my belief that most serious collectors 
would rather pay $2.p0 for a coin'of 150 mintage .than 50$ for one that might have had 
several thousand relied. (Continued) •

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V ’ i • • , , AN ELONGATED FROM AN ENGRAVER’S STANDPOINT

' '-'SinCe We are all collectors of elongated coins, perhaps it, would be of interest to 
many of you ;Just how an elongated Comes into being. I will tty in this article, to.;, 
explain the method which is how being used by'Dottie Dow in .the manufacture of her coins 
and probably by several other producers. ' , 

• ;The first thing- ; we/will consider .is the'design. It'- is first only a pencil .sketch 
which--someone jo.ts down when they have an idea.- Then art work is made up in black and 
whiteThe art work-is drawn up several times larger than it, will be. op the finished 
die. After the prt-work is finished, 'it is photographed' and or negative film.is made. 
SinCe the finishad. die must be in reverse; the negative is reversed at this■ time. The 
reVersed negative is then used tp produce- a zinc photo engraving,.with a reverse imhge 
of thfe, design-The"lines which'are raised on the finished coin will be sunken in the 
die ahd must also be sunken on the photo' engraving. This, "zinc" is used as a tracing 
template.-to- produce the actual die. 

The next step is to engrave the die "itself. A short explanation about the engrav¬ 
ing machine will probably help you to understand the engraving process,' We use a • - 
Gorton pantograph engraver. It has reduction ratios from 1 to 1 down to 40 to 1. In 
other words, if we start with a template which .is 10 inches long we can reproduce a 
design on the die anywhere, from, lOinches long to only 1/4 of an inch long from the same 
tetnplatev In; most cases, .howevery the reduction ratio .is only 4 or 6 to 1. After the 
template is.made, and the reduction ration determined, we set the die up in the machine, 
center" it, and.,we are ready to cut the design. 

' -The set up-, is a little more complicated than I have made it seem, but the ..details 
are not important.- - 

The .cutting-of the die is done by tracing the template,.which in turn moves the 
butter ever the die, cutting the lines about .003 or .004 of an inch deep. 

"After „the design , is; finished' as far ns possible on the engraver, highlights car. 

.be added by hand. ..Some designs do not need this handwork and are complete when they 
are taken off the engraver.

WHY DO I'COLLECT-ELONGATEDS? 

,■$ .... by HENRY W. BLAHA ,. , 

So you .want to know why ‘t collect elongated s-? -So .alright, I !11 tell you. Back in 
August of 1965, with the goyerhmeh'f freezing .the-dates on their , coins and my. collections 
being filled up, I had nowhere po go, so-I looked for a, new facet. 

1 diddled a. l’ittle with Civil War Tokens and thep remembered an article I read in 
one of .the COINS magazines. It was about an Elongated-Girl. I dug out the back issue 
and reread the- article. It had a -pretty- picture of- the Elongated Girl and a very 
interesting interview, i\ was DOttie Dow of. Phoenix, Arizona.' 

Then',;I decided to give elongat’eds- a try,- I .answered various ads for elorigateds 
and kept getting L.P.'s, f.O.'s. Constitutions and the Statue of Liberty. Not much of 
a variety. No World's Fair pieces showing up* So I started to check on the dealers 
in : the Chicago Loop area while t was down there.- There is abput nine dealers and only 
one• really helped tfte 'out,’ He is Leonard Stark, - He had a large collection and event¬ 
ually' he let me ; look through; it'and drOol. One or-two of the other dealers would turn 
'up one-'now .and then hut not tbo often. ' ...... 

Oheday 1 read ' in, the tOlV' WORLD'' abbuf -an outfit called ARIZONA ELONGATEDSy but no 
address was. given. I*sent a Tetter to Phoenix, and it was returned, marked "Not in the 
Directory". I wrote to COIN WORLD of my problem and they, sent me the proper address 
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to send to, I sent another letter and received a reply from "THE ELONGATED GAL" her¬ 
self, She told me about her book for which I immediately sent. When I received the 
book, ’"THE ELONGATED COLLECTOR", and read it, I knew that from that moment on I was 
committed to the eternal search of the Elongated Coins. 

X then started to plague all the dealers I could locate and then the mail bids. 

At tha'bourses, some of the dealers didn't even know what I was talking about. In 
fact, one dealer I asked about "rolled out coins" said he left all his rolls of coins 
back at home. Some referred me to their JUNK boxes. At one bourse I ran into one 
Ben Odesser. He became my best contact and still is. Now that he's retired from the 
Postil Service, he is connected with RARCOA and is in charge of tokens, medals and 
elongateds. He has dug up some really good pieces for me from their basements vault. 
He is still getting me some good oldies that I really appreciate. Thank you Ben 0. 

I check all'the-ads in all numismatic publications and if there is the faintest 
hint that*they may handle elongateds, I write to them. I have picked up several un¬ 
listed pieces with my letters of inquiry. ; 

"A coin: is where you.find it",,"Seek and-Ye shall find". These two sayings have 
been my best help in my collecting of elongateds. It got to where my plaguing the 
dealers at the bourses and shows caused them to take their elongateds out of the junk 
boxes and put tbemin holders and in their showcases or token books. 

You dan always find me carrying my copy of "THE ELONGATED COLLECTOR" at all the 
bourses and shows that I can make. There is at least one bourse available every Sun- 
, day, sometimes two. Many of the dealers now already know me and my new hobby and 
eitheT smile and nod their head or shake their head "NO". At one bourse the other 
day one of the dealers called me "Mr, Elongated". That shows that I am slowly making 
an impression among the dealers around here of the elongated hobby. 

An elongated coin is more or less an orphan. It is spawned from a gov't, species 
or sometimes a token* but not recognized by either hobby as their own. 

So AECA, American Elongated Collectors Assn., was born. When I heard of it I 
joined and got several newer pieces from it's President, Ralph Jones. 

Ky. biggest thrill came when the ANA and TAMS had their conventions together in 
Chicago. It was here that I met "THE ELONGATED GAL" in person. She's from my home 
town, CICERO, ILL. Her display of the enameled State Flag Series was outstanding. 

We had a nice visit, and I got to meet her husband. She called a meeting of all 
elongated collectors that Saturday. -I was there, and it turned out to be the organ¬ 
izational meeting of a branji new Elongated Club. There were only a dozen of us then, 
but it has increased many fold since. 

I also had the pleasure of meeting Ralph W. Jobe at several shows and bourses 
and he hasf helped me in my quest for the elusive elongated oldies. Then too, there 
is Lloyd £. Wagaman, who is making my personal store card, which I hope to have by 
the time this story is published. I have made many acquaintances with many people 
through this new hobby of mine and I am sure it will eventually come up into its 
own along with ANA and TAMS.
